Two weeks later the site had been 
scraped clean, with niUng left but a few

in Red Cross blankets against the 20-degree 
cold. But the Giuliani administration moved 
into action immediately. By 9:00 the next 
morning, the city Buildings Department had 
declared that 537-539 East Fifth Street was 
in imminent danger of collapse, and an HDP- 
hired wrecking crane was rounding the cor- 
ner of Avenue B, protected by riot cop>s. 

City officials at the scene refused to let 
squatters go into the building to get their be- 
longings. Instead, police herded them into 
pens on the south side of Fifth Street, and 
the handed over hastily scribbled lists of 
possessions to city workers. The workers 
carted out random chunks of people’s lives: 


The Red Cross left the scene in disgust, re- 
fusing to collaborate with the eviction. 

At 1:20, the crane began ripping 537- 
539’s fire escape off. Brad Will was still in- 
side. Squatters on the street screamed his 
name. “C’mon Brad! Brad, show your facd! 
BRAD! BRAAAD!” Police ignored them. 
The crane Whirred and rotated. At 1:25, it 
chomped off the first piece of the parapet, 
dropping bricks six stories down into the 
garden next door. Police shoved the pro- 
testors down the block away from the build- 
ing. Five minutes later, Will emerged onto 
the roof, straddling the remaining parapet, 
triumphantly to shouts of “You fuckin’ rule, 


Squatters say that the Buildings Depart- 
ment inspector who arrived at 537-539 after 
the fire never went inside. “They didn’t go in 
the freakin’ building,” said squatter activist 
1 Shawnee Alexandri. “They got out of the car* 
said Tear it down,’ and left.” 

Buildings Department spokesperson 
Steve Hess said he didn’t know if the inspec- 
tor went inside, but was “sure he did.” The 
order to demolish the building was signed 
by Ron Livian, Manhattan borough commis- 
sioner, on Monday morning. Hess wouldn’t 
release the actual report, calling it “in house 
information,” but said the building’s floors had 
collapsed and that tt had makeshift ladders 


“We, the dispossessed residents of 5th Street wilt not forget the injus- 
tice and brutatity with which we were evicted from our home by the 
City of New York.

He testi- 
fied on February 11 that the exterior walls 
didn’t give any indication that the building 
was likely to collapse, and that when the fa- 
cade was ripped off, he couldn’t see any 
damage to the floor joists. Though 537-539 
was not technically fireproof under the 1968 
building code, he said, it’s design— a cross 
shaped “demising wall” that divided into four 
quadrants — effectively Confined the fire to 
one section. 

The building was one of the Lower East 
Side’s oldest squats, founded in 1982. 
Jimmy Stewart, one of the original squatters, 
still lived there. It became heavily populated 
in 1985 or 1986. and was evicted by the 
HPD. But Stewart and others reentered it 
on New Year’s Day in 1987. “We weren’t 
pittih|j:'ChN|rri)^^, we werp hitting bricks," 
recalls longtime squatter activist Jerry “Jerry 
the Peddler” Wade. According to building 
residents, Stewart and a few others had oc- 


tions. They had also recently started a 
women's health group and a coffee-house 
called the Fifth Street Cafe. 

The demonstration also appeared to 
dash the People's Mutual Housing 
Association's plans for the two buildings. The 
PMHA had lined up almost $3 million in fed- 
eral and state funds to redevelop the build- 
ings into 29 units of low-to-moderate-income 
housing. Most would have been rented to 
families making between $1 7,000 to $23,000 
a year, said Joe Center; some would have 
been rented to slightly more affluent tenants 
at $600-$700 a month in order to subsidize 
six apartments reserved for homeless fami- 
lies at the $286 a month welfare maximum. 

Center claims that the building was 
empty when the PMHA began negotiating 
with the HPD for it in 1 994. He says his group 
wouldn't have tried to evict an established 
squat. However, he also offers the standard 
.. anti-squatter party line, calling the Fifth Street 
residents “a self-proclaimed elite” denying 
housing to the truly needy.

Squatters occupy only a small percentage 
of the hundreds of abandoned buildings 
warehoused by New York city. 

Are squatters white yuppies? 

No. Squatters are working class whites. 
Blacks, and Hispanics. The Lower East 
Side squats are good examples of how 
people from different races and ethnic 
backgrounds can work together for the* 


ANSWERS TO SOME COMMONLY ASKED QUESTIONS ABOUT SQUATTERS 


The following information about 
squatting was written by some 
squatters from the Lower East Side: 


What is the difference between a 
squat and a crash pad? 

Although some buildings have been used 
as “crash pads,” the majority of squatters 
on the Lower East Side are individuals and 
families working hard to create homes by 
renovating long-abandoned buildings that 
were left to rot by the city. 


Why do people squat? 

Many people have no other source of 
housing. Low paying jobs, unfair 
landlords, and high rents have forced 
people to create an alternative. Many 
squatters were previously homeless or 
lived in unbearable conditions. 


ft is tragic that a firefighter lost his life, but 
it was not because of the “squatters.” 
Most squatters prevent abandoned 
buildings from burning by keeping drug 
users out. 


Why all of the demonstrations? 

Although demonstrations often 
inconvenience people, they are not 
directed at our neighbors but at the police 
and the city bureaucrats who want to take 
away the homes we have put so much 
time and effort into. Because we have littlp 
access to the media, protest is one of the 
few ways to make our voices heard. 


What will happen to the squatters if 
the city carries out evictions? 

One thing is for sure... Nobody will just 
disappear. Most will joi n the thousands of 
hometess on the streets and in the . 
shelters. Many will loose their jobs 
spme will be unable to continue their j!!| 
education. Others will be forced to move 
their children into shelters or foster homes, 
no longer able to provide for them. Many ; 
will have to move away from their families 
and friends. Self esteem, will, and the 
hopes for a better future, will be lost.

What about drugs? 

The buildings we refer to have rules or 
understandings between members that the 
use of hard drugs {crack, cocaine, heroin) 
is not tolerated. It is understood that there 
is no place for the destructive influence of 
hard drugs in the squatter movement. In 
fact, the occupation of abandoned 
buildings by responsible squatters 
prevents their use as crack dens or as 
havens for drug dealers. 


Are squats safe? 

All responsible squatters are concerned 
with safety. Some squatters with the skills 
and resources are reconstructing and 
completing renovations to meet NYC 
building codes while others are 
maintaining structures and preventing 
further decay and collapse. These efforts

What it going on right now? 

On October 11, 1996, President Clinton 
signed S. 1973, the Navajo-Hopi Land Dis- 
pute Settlement Act.

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Former Black Panther P.O.W. Geronimo Pratt Freed

On June 10, 1997 Elmer “Geronimo” Pratt was released from 
a Santa Ana, California jail on $25,000 bail after his conviction of 
murder (which occured during a 1 968 bank robbery) was overturned 
two weeks before. The judge stated that in his original trial, 
Geronimo had failed to receive a fair trial because the prosecutors 
had purposely neglected to disclose that their main witness had 
been recruited by the F.B.I. to infiltrate and spy on the Black Panther 
Party of Orange County and was also a convicted felon. Geronimo 
has always maintained his innocence and claimed that at the time 
of the bank robbery/murder in Santa Monica he was in northern 
California, over 350 miles distant but the jurors chose to believe 
this one witness’ testimony over Pratt. He was sentenced to 25 
years to life and when he finally walked out of jail he had been in 
there for 27 years. 

Over the years, many civil liberties organizations have pushed 
his appeal along with several jurors who had originally convicted 
him, but until this month, no judge had listened to the overwhelming 
proof of his innocence, or rather, the unbelievable lack of evidence 
that supported his guilt. 

now “the truth is finally going to come out” and thanked the 
judge for his “fair and courageous ruling.” He mentioned that he 
was only one of many political prisoners currently being 
incarcerated in the United States and appealed that they too need 
to be addressed. The prosecutors have filed an appeal but in the 
case of a retrial (for a man who has already served more time than 
the majority of convicted murderers) they would be facing the 
exposure of the government’s excessive surveillance and agitations 
of the Black Panthers. Currently, Geronimo is a “free” man and 
will most likely never be unjustly imprisoned and never stop 
speaking out for what he believes in. 



ABC No Rio Lives! Help Still Needed! 


After two unrelenting years of battling eviction 
threats by he City of New York, ABC No Rio 
may remain open. Aside from the famous 
weekend matinee punk shows, ABC No Rio 
offers a community arts center, performance 
space and gallery. New Yorks Department 
of Housing, Preservation, and Development 
(HPD) had intended to close the arts space 
give the premises to another group for 
redevelopment. 

During a protest on February 5, more 
than a dozen supporters of ABC No Rio 
slipped past security and staged a sit-down 
demonstration at the HPD. Instead of the 
mass arrest that was expected, the 
demonstrators were invited by the HPD 
commissioner into a conference room to 
discuss the situation. After a two hour 
conversation, the commissioner promised 
not to pursue the eviction and a meeting was 
scheduled for February 10 to resolved the 
conflict. 

At the meeting, representatives of ABC 
No Rio and the HPD reached an agreement 
on the future of the space. In the agreement, 


the HPD stated they would not evict the 
space and will enter into a “Use and 
Occupancy” agreement with ABC No Rio for 
the storefront and basement of the building. 
Within six months, ABC No Rio is to provide 
a proposal to develop the entire building into 
a community arts facility under the HPD’s 
Community Works Program. HPD will sell 
the building to ABC No Rio for $1 , but ABC 
No Rio must raise $75-$1 00,00 to renovate 
the building. As part of the compromise 
reached on the building, the upstairs 
residents must vacate within six-nine 
months. 

The change of events is a result of 


determined and effective resistance by 
supporters of ABC No Rio and is the result 
of two years of action to fight the eviction, 
through the courts, public support 
campaigns, and through direct actions. ABC 
No Rio volunteers, collective and board 
members are all pleased by this turn of 
events, but there is now much more hard 
work ahead if they are to reach their goals of 
a permanent community arts space. They 
need your help now more than ever.

A Cove/Mallard update by Natalie Shapiro 
March 26, 1997 

Peggy Sue McRae owes a logging com- 
pany $90,000 for sitting in a road. The good 
news is that no logging trucks will be rolling 
along the road this winter. Last fall saw a 
series of ups and downs for citizens fighting 
the contentious Cove/Mallard timber sales 
in central Idaho. Activists have been using 
various tools to try to stop 200 cutting units 
and 145 miles of road from desecrating this 
unspoiled gem of roadless area. From law- 
suits to letters to educational toadshows to 
sitting in logging roads, activists have suc- 
ceeded in slowing down the sales signifi- 
cantly. The nine sales were scheduled to be 
completed in 1997, but only about 15% of 
the logging and road building has been com- 
pleted. 

For their troubles, a dozen ac- 
tivists who protested the sales in 
1993 now owe big bucks to the 
company building the roads in 
Cove/Mallard. Last November an 
Idaho County jury decided that the 
activists collectively owed High- 
land Enterprises $1 .2 million in pu- 
nitive fines and compensatory 
damages from monetary losses 
that the protests caused. 

It is unlikely that Highland will 
see the money; the activists are all 
dirt poor. But the point was to send 
a chilling message to activists: if 
you protest, you pay. That is the 
goal of this type of lawsuit, called 
a SLAPPsuit (Strategic Lawsuit 
Against Public Participation). It’s 
a favorite tool of polluting indus- 
tries to try to silence citizens who 
fight back. 

However, activists received a 
victory for a different issue — the right to be 
in a closed area of the national forests. Clos- 
ing contentious logging areas to the public 
has been a common practice by the Forest 
Service. Every year, activists have been shut 
out of logging areas by a Federal closure 
order once they begin protesting. The For- 
est Service says that closures protect public 
safety; activists say closures keep out wit- 
nesses. Fines up to $250 and three months 
in jail have been levied on activists found 
guilty of this misdemeanor. 

1997 may be different. Recently, U.S. 
District Court Judge Edward Lodge, in two 
separate cases, overruled convictions on 
activists found guilty of being in a closed area 
in 1995 protests. Lodge ruled that the For- 
est Service failed to follow any standard or 


criteria in issuing permits to enter closed ar- 
eas. Instead, permits were arbitrarily denied 
based on the viewpoint and affiliation of the 
applicant. 

Other good news is that the Idaho Sport- 
ing Congress (ISC), in litigation over the 
Cove/Mallard sales since 1991, has suc- 
ceeded in halting the sales until at least June 
15, 1997. ISC bargained an agreement be- 
tween the Forest Service, the logging com- 
pany, and the road building company to re- 
frain from activities while a hearing on the 
case is awaited. The hearing will occur in 
April. 

Activists pouring over documents ob- 
tained through the F.O.I.A. (Freedom of In- 
formation Act) requests, as well as observ- 
ing what loggers and road builders have ac- 
tually done in the woods, have 



found blatant violations of several environ- 
mental laws, the Forest Plan, and the timber 
sales contracts. These discoveries form the 
basis of the lawsuit, which requires that the 
sales be halted until the Forest Service does 
a Supplemental Environmental Impact State- 
ment (SEIS). 

The National Environmental Policy Act 
(NEPA) requires that if significant changes 
have occurred either in the project itself or 
in the affected environment, a supplemental 
analysis is required. That is the case with 
the Cove/Mallard sales. Sale units and roads 
have been changed since the original Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement (EIS). In addi- 
tion, water quality has significantly changed: 
when the EIS was written in 1990, water 
quality was high in streams that provided en- 


dangered salmon habitat. Four years later 
they were degraded enough by sediment to 
be listed as Water Quality Limited Segments 
of Concern by the state of Idaho. 

This could have been avoided; road 
building and logging proceeded for three 
years before the Forest Service bothered to 
begin a monitoring program to see if road 
building and logging was affecting water- 
sheds. They only began such a program be- 
cause they were forced to by the National 
Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS). 

Under the Endangered Species Act, the 
Forest Service is required to consult with 
NMFS regarding the impact of the sales on 
endangered Chinook salmon. However, the 
result of the consultation process was a wa- 
tered-down, vague list of requirements for 
the Forest Service. 

The essence of the con- 
sultation is whether or not log- 
ging activities in the tributaries 
of the Salmon River will affect 
salmon habitat in the river. One 
of the requirements by NMFS is 
to determine baseline conditions 
for the River. The Forest Ser- 
vice wiggled itself out of doing 
actual monitoring; instead, it 
only has to rely on inaccurate 
and vague estimates of baseline 
conditions. 

Cove/Mallard isn’t the 
only roadless area under the 
chainsaw. Three hours north- 
east of Boise lies the Deadwood 
Roadless Area, an old growth 
Ponderosa Pine forest. Two 
years ago, the Boise National 
Forest conducted a “landscape 
analysis,” which mapped areas 
in the Deadwood River drainage 
that were determined to be most susceptible 
to disease, insects, and wildfire. In early 
1996, the Deadwood Environmental Assess- 
ment was issued under the infamous “Sal- 
vage Rider”. 

When ISC biologist Stephen Davis was 
repeatedly refused access to the project files 
for the sale (which by law must be available 
to the public) he took a hike to Deadwood, 
and found the true intent of the Forest Ser- 
vice: though promoted as a “salvage” sale, 
the only trees marked to be cut were the huge 
green (or live) old growth ponderosa pine. 
In fact, all the areas determined to be sus- 
ceptible to disease, insects, and wildfire in 
the “landscape analysis” were now outside 
of the proposed logging areas. Further, none 
of the marked trees showed any signs of in- 
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sects or disease, as confirmed by Dr. Arthur 
Partridge, forest pathologist for the Univer- 
sity of Idaho. 

Pressure from the public forced the For- 
est Service to withdraw Deadwood as a Sal- 
vage Rider sale and reclassify it as a green 
sale. However, last fall, activists discovered 
that the Forest Service spent $460,000 to 
mark 86,000 trees to be logged, and cut 41 
helicopter landing pads. All this was done 
before the new environmental analysis was 
completed, a brazen violation of NEPA. 

Marking healthy old growth to be cut is 
nothing new. Last summer, two ISC attor- 
neys took a hike into the French Creek 
roadless area to document salvage timber 
sale for litigation purposes. They had to walk 
partly on a road closed to traffic due to the 
logging operation. The environmental analy- 
sis and sale contract stipulated that only dead 
trees (burned from the wildfires of 1 994) were 
to be removed. What the attorneys found 
was shocking: unburned, living, old growth 
trees were being cut, clearly a violation of 
the Salvage Rider, which required that only 
dead and imminently dead trees are to be 
cut. 

While documenting this, they were ar- 
rested by a Forest Service Law Enforcement 
Officer for trespassing on the closed road, 
and their film and notes were confiscated. 
When ISC hit the press with this bizarre story, 
the Forest Service issued their own press 
release stating that the trees were actually 
dead from insect attack; they just looked 
green because the chlorophyll needs time 
to leave the needles. However, none of the 
trees showed any sign of the alleged insect 
infestation. 

The fact that the Forest Service so bla- 
tantly lies and fails to follow environmental 
laws gives activists ammunition. Informa- 
tion gleaned from the FOIA documents goes 
to the woods with monitoring teams. Activ- 
ists see if what the Forest Service says on 
paper matches what is actually happening 
on the ground. 

The disregard for the well-being of en- 
dangered, threatened, and sensitive species 
of wildlife and fish also gives rise to rage and 
resistance. This is perhaps best exempli- 
fied by the summer of 1 996 with the famous 
“Jack Squat” blockade on the Jack Creek 
road in Cove/Mallard. With each new day’s 
dawn, the work of the previous night graced 
the hated road: log cabins, giant ditches and 
trenches, culverts ripped out of the ground, 
and miles of huge slash piles. 

The fire of rage and resistance will con- 
tinue this summer, hopefully spreading to 


other roadless areas under siege. When 
agencies refuse to obey the law, or when the 
judges side with the timber industry, the only 
thing left is rage and resistance. Come to 
Idaho this summer.

The following article and interview were contrib- 
uted by Jang Wuk Lee, editor of Beyond the Walls 
of Injustice magazine and long-time Orange 
County anarchopunk activist. The first part is an 
article describing his recent immersion into the 
Black Panther Party and the successful attempt 
to build a bridge between Black and non-Black 
revoltionaries. Following is an interview with a 
radical Black hip hop artist Panther. We espe- 
cially thank J. Lee for this excellent contribution, 
both to PE, and to the struggle.

This is a story about why I support the 
Black Panthers. The Black Panthers are a 
group of people that have continually sup- 
ported me, my ideas, and all political direct 
action that I have been involved in. Last 
year I was at an October 22nd, “Coalition 
Against Police Brutality” rally in downtown 
Los Angeles, marching side by side with 
people whose family members were killed 
by police. Demonstrators carried funeral 
spreads of flowers. Banners and signs were 
held with the list of names of family mem- 
bers who were killed. These names were 
adorned around the necks of the demon- 
strators. As we were chanting and march- 
ing close to where the speakers were I could 
not help but to notice that we were ap- 
proaching a group of militant black 
revolutinaries standing in a uniform line. It 
was the Black Panther Party. They saluted 
everyone with the, “All Power to the People” 
fist, and then continued to stand at full at- 
tention. They were prepared and trained 
for any opposition that would erupt. 


I was shocked at what my eyes had just 
seen, it was as though I was reliving his- 
tory. I didn’t realize that The Black Pan- 
ther Party still existed. I had only read 
a few books and had seen movies on 
The Panthers, but never had the lib- 
erty of meeting them. I decided to ap- 
proach them, to begin asking them the 
countless numbers of questions that 
ran through my head. I collected my 
thoughts and began speaking. I then 
realized that I was being ignored, all I 
received was a cold stare and not a 
word of acknowlagement. They were 
all focused on the surroundings 
around the event. Later on in the 
evening I came to find out the The 
Panthers were doing security work and 
they were not allowed to associate with 
anyone while performing their duties. 

The first Black Panther that I spoke 
with was B.B., she was carrying a stack 

of Black Panther news papers. When I

my zine, “Beyond the Walls of Injustice” in 
which I had dedicated a two page article of 
the Black Panther party from the 60-70’s. 
She was impressed with the article that I 
had shown her and she assured me that 
she would pass it on to her fellow comrades. 
After my brief conversation with B.B., I 
joined in on the rally already taking place 
with speakers on Police Brutality. The Black 
Panthers stood in guard of all of the speak- 
ers. One of the speakers was Kwaku, he is 
one of the original members from the 70’s 


and called thier headquarters. Comrade 
Shareef answered the phone. After I told 
him who I was and how inspired I was to 
see them he invited me to their headquar- 
ters in South Central Los Angeles for one 
of their weekly meetings. I said “but Com- 
rade Shareef, I’m not Black.” Then he said, 
“Brother, doesn’t matter if you're not Black. 
We are all revolutionaries^”

had to get jo contact tph them. That same different for me, being the only non-Black 
evening I looked through their newspaper person in the whole headquarters, but I was

treated me as though I was their brother. 
The meeting came to a close with every- 
one standing with their fists up in the air sa- 
luting and chanting, “All Power to the 
People.” After the long meeting I was es- 
corted to my ear by a felldw Black Panther.

told us they will kick our ass if we continue.”

I said, " but Comrade Shareef, I'm not Black. " 
Then he said, " Brother : doesn't matter if you're 
not Black. We are alt revolutionaries."

walls were defaced with graffiti and gang 
tagging on them. The Black Panther Head- 
quarters is Located on Martin Luther King 
Blvd. in South Central Los Angeles. For a 
month straight I’ve been driving up there 
each and every week and attending their 
meetings. 

I enjoy hearing Shareef speak. He is 
an extremely powerful speaker. I’ve heard 
so many speakers but not like Shareef. 
There is a huge difference between a text- 
book educated speaker and someone like 
Shareef whose education is mainly derived 
from the streets. Shareefs speeches have 
had such a powerful impact on me to be- 
come even more revolutionarily active. The 
Black Panthers have been continually ac- 
tive in their community. They offer a com- 
munity survival program, give out grocery 
bags of food and clothing, and bus families 
to prison. They help gangs achieve peace 
through communication. 

One day a Muslim activist stopped by 


This comment impressed me so much I 
could not believe that they would commit 
before even checking their schedule. 
Through these acts of commitment I feel that 
the Black Panther’s are genuinely sincere 
people. They all have families and children 
to take care of, yet they are so dedicated to 
their cause, community, and the future of 
their people. 

My first project was putting on an event 
called, “Voices Against Oppression” at Koo’s 
Cafe in Santa Ana. The purpose of this 
project was to bring everyone all together 
from different cultural and socioeconomic 
backgrounds. It was an all day event that 
featured films, socialization, and education. 
There were a variety of bands ranging from 
a straightedge band BURIAL, a peace punk 
band ARMISTICE, and a revolutionary rap 
band THE NAT TURNER REVOLT. We 
also had speakers from animal rights 
groups, feminist groups, and the New Pan- 
ther Vanguard Movement. This is just to

name a few. The media came and we re- 
ceived a write up in the paper. It was a posi- 
tive and friendly atmosphere, the event was 
a success. 

As time went on I became influenced to 
become more active in my community. My 
comrades and I organized a group called 
Students of Revolutionary Awareness. Our 
first meeting was held in my apartment, 
where 50 or more people attended. We’ve 
had several different group discussions, 
A.W.A.R.E. showed films on resisting po- 
lice brutality, comrades from South Central 
L.A. came to speak, we’ve read letters from 
political prisoners, and we’ve ended every 
meeting with a vegan potluck party. 

The last meeting we organized was with 
Taco and Panther, who are members of the 
Black Panther Party. Taco and Panther both 
received their education in prison. Taco is 
an ex-Blood gang member who did five 
years in prison for shooting someone in self 
defense. Panther is an 
ex-Crip gang member 
who did seven years. 
There is this saying, That 
prison is a university for 
the revolutionaries.” 

It was the day of 
the 'Crack the C.I.A.' rally 
downtown Los Angeles. 
The Panthers and I all 
car pooled on the 
Panther’s Express Bus. 
We ended up doing se- 
curity work to make sure 
no one would be 
harrassed by the police. 
We had security at the 
front, the side and all the 
way at the back of the 
march. The rally con- 
sisted of Indian drums 
and Aztec dancers. There was a variety of 
culture and tradition at the rally. The event 
went smoothly without anyone being ha- 
rassed by police. 

During Animal Liberation Week, com- 
rades from the Panthers joined me at the 
protest in Orange county. Taco from the 
Panthers led the group in the march. One 
of the leaders of the main stream animal 
rights groups thanked the Panthers for their 
support and offered their support in their 
struggle in return. Also, Panther and Taco 
would spend the night at my apartment, in 
Orange County and we would get up early 
in the morning and go to the college cam- 
pus to pass out literature, and sell The Black 
Panther Newspaper and Turning the Tide. 
The Panthers continued to lend their sup- 
port. They joined in and helped us out dur- 
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ing the Inernational Women’s Day Cel- 
ebration. In which the Riot Grrrl chap- 
ters participated in as well. Women 
groups that were involved were 
MADIBAN, LUDIC NATION, and RED 
IN REVERSE amoung others. The 
event went beautifully with women 
speakers from different cultural back- 
grounds. 

Our last show was, “All Power to the 
People.” At this event we recieved com- 
munity involvement with GANG TRUCE 
from Los Angeles. We received spon- 
sorship from Profane Existence. 

This article is written so other punks, 
feminists and individuals can start work- 
ing with people of all ethnicities and 
communities. Just wearing political 
shirts and patches won’t make a 
change. I have seen people who would 
even dedicate their lives or risk going 
back to jail to fight the struggle we face. 
Wherever there’s oppression there will 
always be resistance. I challenge all!!

PE: What is t he difference between your 
Hip Hop and commercial Hip Hop mu- 
sic? 

Panther: My way of expressing mysetf 
lyrically is more hard tine, raw and re- 
alistic. Therefore I have what I call the 
realism smoothed out with a monotone 
mystic. 

PE: You were a Crip before. How did 
you get into becoming a revolutionary? 
Panther: Well, let me first say that evan 
as a C.R.I.P. I was a revolutionary in 
the wrong sense with it's contradictions. 
But to be concise anwering the inten- 
tionat question... Self education and 
teaming more about the corrupt social 
conditions of people knowing deep down 
that there was a need for change. 

PE: What are your influences on Rap. 
Also a lot of people say that Rap is not 
music. How would you answer this? 
Panther: Many peoples from many 
walks of life have their own opinion on 
what rap music is. My personat defini- 
tion is Revolutionary African Process. 
Reason being is majority of poems ex- 
pressed in the art of rap is revolution- 
ary coming from black thought yearn- 
ing and crying out for help. 

PE: Why is thier a lot of rap lyrics with 
words tike 'bitches' and 'ho's'? 

Panther: Tupac Amaru Shakur (R.I.P.) 
my mentor set the best example of why 
women are called bitches and ho’s in 
poetical form on his track "Wonder why 
they call you a bitch" and that's basi- 
cally saying that not all women fall in 
this category of bitches and ho's but the 
ones who depict themselves to be that 


PE: You also Talk a lot about George 
Jackson. Is prison really a university 
for the revolutionaries? 

Panther: Yes, prison most certainly is 
a university for the prisoner. Reason 
being is the self education of enhanc- 
ing the mind state that within itself is a 
struggle, and takes a lot of desciptine 
from the pupil which is the teacher. 
Prison is today's revolutionary plat- 
form. 

PE: MTV made rap really commercial. 
Won’t it be hard now to get signed on a 
record label since a tot of rappers are 
trying to make it to the top? 

Panther: MTV deals with big rap art- 
ists, helping to promote their careers 
by way of showing thier videos. But 
trust me there’s tots of angry voices 
being produced everyday on the under- 
ground legends that you never heard 
about and I'm one. 

PE: What is this all about East vs. West 
coast? Is this something that's realty 
happening or just something media 
made big? 

Panther: Media stole the premise but 
Hip Hop alone is the only blame when 
it comes down to it. MC's grabbing gatz. 
riches, instead of liberation and revo- 
lution. Any voice that gains mass ap- 
proval has power that could prove to 
be very effective on initiating the war 
for reparations, political prisoners and 
Hip Hop itself which now needs a 
change with. Hopefully a new vision 
for change. 

PE: Any last words? 

Panther: Free all political prisoners.

PE: Are their any women rap artists 
that readers should know about? 
Panther: Of course and among them I 
listen preferably to Mcee Lyte or Rage 
but there are many female rap artists. 
PE: You’ve been to punk shows. How 
do you see the difference between punk 
and hip hop? 

Panther: Just difference in the way it’s 
expressed with the vast majority being 
the lumpen white. Asian, Hispanic, pro- 
letariat etc. versus the total flip of hip 
hop being more poetical and lyrical with 
Black lumpen. Both sharing the call out 
for help for change. "Revolution."

A History Of the Gang Truce 

The key that opens the door to any 
meaningful change in society must be rooted 
in a social movement. And that movement, in 
order to grow and flourish, must keep faith with 
the hopes and aspirations of those who are 
attracted to its program and policies. A shining 
example of this truism, is .to be found in the 
events of thi|||yil Rights movement o* the 
1960*s, which gav* m the Votlgg Rights Act, 
integrated echpote* a damper on race 
discrimination in public places and a burgeoftlftg*;

In^br^m lessons can be learned if we 
zem in on specific as peels 
compare them to today.

cabbe made, for example, between the Black j 
Panther Party, which arose directly out of the 
earlier period, and the gang phenomenon that 
exists today. The Black Panther as a symbol 
first surfaced during the early Sixties. In 
Lowndes County, Alabama* when bla^ college 
students went there to urge black residents to 
register and vote. The symbol of the Democrats 
wais a crowing white rooster, so the students

It was in October f 966 that Huey Newton 
and Bobb|l|iilI|itraged by police assaults 
on Civil Rights protesters, formed the Black 
i. Panther Party for Self-Defense in Oakland, 
Caliotnia. The program, in brief, called for jobs, 
housing, an end to police brutaify and: Ibr black 
residents to determine the destiny of thefr own 
:: community. They first attracted nationwide 
attention when they marched into a session of 
;| <liiij|al*fornia State Legislature^ Sacramento

youngsters* They rapidJy grew into 45 chapters 
licross the country with almost totariBpport 
from black communities everywhere in the 
country. Their swift growth as a national force, 
with a weekly newspaper that at its peak sold 
more than 200,000 papers, prompted J. Edgar 
Hoover to brand them as “the number one 
threat to the internal security of the United 
States.” Actually, instead of a being a threat, 
the Black Panther Party enriched and 
strengthened the Civil and Human Rights 
movement and, in doing so, added to the 
internal security of the nation. 

The Crips gang was formed in 1969 by 
Raymond Washington, and the Bloods soon 
followed. In a general way, both got their 
inspiration from the Black Panthers. The Crips 
name stood for Community Resources for 
Independent People. Initially it grew out of the 


mass arrests, jailings and killings of black youth 
by police who were seeking to destroy the Black 
Panther movement. Daryl Gates, former L.A. 
Police Chief, is quoted as saying, “I think that 
people believe that the only strategy we have 
is to harass people and make arrests for 
inconsequential types of things. Well, that’s part 
of our strategy, no doubt about it.” 

The police instituted a CRASH program, 
which stood for Community resources Against 
Street Hoodlums. It was directed primarily 
against black males between the ages of 18- 
;• 25 years and resulted in one of four either jailed, 
on parole or on probation. From these endless 
violent Confrontations with the police, gangs 
began to crop up, such as the Bloods and Latino 
and Asian gangs. By 1971, it was reported that 
2 million blacks were being arrested each year, 
lUib gave rtee to J. Edgar Hoover’s 
vpOINTEtPRO <^ntenbteiligenpe program. 

I tended to distance the 
black communities from the gangs, whose 
memberiilj^d inward for respect, kinship and 
a sense of self-identity. The bond between 
members grew so strong teat they ware wilting 
to kill or die for each other. Unable to get jobs 
because of police records, many turned to 
pushing drugs or other crimes in order to 
survive. Their initial goal of community 
involvement was diverted and they became 
gang-bangers with serious clashes among and 
between themselves. In December Ip 1, 
following the police killing of Henry “Tiny” Pec o 
:::,at the Imperial Courts Housing Prdplb in 
Watts, serious efforts amongst the “gangs” were 
made to devise a truce between the different 
gangs over territories they had arbitrarily 
and be March 26, 1992, a truce was 
achieved and signed by gang leaders. Their 
"’••atm was tdliblp^re^jobs and end the brutality 
' lira return to the original plan that had brought 
gangs into existence. They called for setting 
I up a rumor control center to counteract 
misinformation and an end to the masses 
: criminalization of black youth. Added thereto, 
they wanted a united front to bring in Latino 
and Asian gang members and a halt to denials 
against immigrants. The Gang Truce has since 
expanded to every major city in the country. 

Consequently, gang leaders have gained 
support from the organized mothers of sons 
who were caught up in mass arrests and other 
civil rights abuses. They are deserving of 
widespread support, to help reclaim many of 
these youngsters who are fed up with the 
violence and disorder that has claimed the lives 
of so many of their friends.

Most of Sacto’s shows go on in various 
houses around midtown and the 'burbs'. 
"Scenes ffottl; the Struggle” which have 
been around for abouf a year and a half. 
It's five guys who make a fast, strong 
hardcore sokftd. They have coot political 
lyrics mostly written by Craig, their 
singer. He can be contacted for shows at 
(916) 443-4212. He can also put yott in 
contact with MAJESTIC TWELVE who have 
been together for 2 1/2 yeafi< , .

Each 
Issue dedicates a section tor his love of 
red meat. Preferably cows, so I won't be 
giving out his contact.

As far as being vegan in Sacto. ..well, 
it's hetta hard due to a shortage of vegan 
restaraunts or cafes. Although in Midtown 
at S and Alhambra Streets, there is a good 
co-op, but it's a tittle expensive. Del Taco 





is a few blocks away at K and Alhambra 
and is way cheap! You can find punx at 
both sites at all hours. "New Helvetia" is 
a pretty cool non-chain cafe which is on L 
and 19th Streets in Midtown (a quick walk 
fro m Hindenburg). This place also serves 
punx and vegan food. They have a big 
outdoor section for punx w/dog s, and even 
have a basket of free dog bones! 

Sacramento also has a " Food Not 
Bombs" chapter. Free vegan food every 
Sunday at 12:30 or 1:00pm in Plaza Park 
(J & 10th Streets downtown). By now they 
might even serve twice a week. 

Recently, a "Copwatch" chapter was 
formed because of a ready fucked up in- 
cident at the Sierra n center, [more on 
this in pgs. 26427] It involved four punk 
bands, (two from Sacto, two from Oak- 
land), 150 punks, 63 cop cars, 1 helicop- 
ter, 2 paddywagons and police dogs. The 
cops even came in riot gear! It happened 
3 or 4 months ago when I sang for M3-12. 
We didn't even get to play because of the 
police, and one of our band members was 
arrested. This was a scary incident that 
we witnessed, so now we've taken legat 
action against the police dept, and the city 
of Sacto. This also had a little to do with 
it being a benefit for the Zapatista Soli- 
darity Coalition. Punx have been work- 
ing with them a lot lately - it's a great 
thing happening.

Finally, I'll mention the dying animal 
rights movement in Sacto. There is still a 
Vegetarian Society and "Animal Watch", 
but they do little.

On February 23, 1997, the “Zapa-Punk 
Rock Fest” was held in Sacramento, 
California. The Fest was to be a benefit 
concert for the Zapatista Army of National 
Liberation army, featuring performances by 
Dystopia, Majestic Twelve, El Dopa, and 
Scenes from the Struggle. 



I had arrived at about 6:30 pm looking 
to help out “K” at the door. Cops had already 
claimed to have received complaints for 
noise and vulgar language. Well, perhaps 
the language was truthful, but there was 
definitely no loud noise. The bands had not 
started playing and there were about 75 
punks (total) inside the club and in the 
parking lot. When I walked up to the hall, I 
heard not a sound; when I was right across 
the street, I had heard nothing. There were 
no loud noises what so ever. The only 
sounds I heard were simply people talking. 

I was impressed by this fact as well as the 
fact that all of the people were sober. I saw 
no alcohol, which was my main concern from 
the start. The people who had put together 
the event had asked that people refrain from 
drinking alcohol so the evening’s event would 
go well. 

Things “going well” never happened. 
The police were a menace long before the 
show had ever begun. They harassed the 
people involved and threatened to close 
down the event before they even spoke to 
the appropriate person who held the 
“contract” for the show. This harassment 
took place by not one, but about 5 cops. I 
remember seeing three cops cars. 

Finally, after a small confrontation, the 
show went on. El Dopa played first. Then it 


was decided to move the show into the 
theater with the janitor’s approval. This 
happened at about 8:00 pm. Once 
everything was secured (meaning everyone 
was inside, except a FEW drunk and violent 
kids that were told to leave and go home), 
S.F.T.S. played their set. They finished their 
set about a half hour later when four cops 
(three male, one female) pushed their way 
through “C,” who was securing the back 
entrance (letting those out who needed to 
use the restroom). 

Still being nearly two hours before the 


1 0:00 pm noise ordinance, the four cops tried 
to kick everyone out and told us to leave. 
Two bands had still not played and “K” had 
put down his rent money to hold the space 
until 1 0:00 pm. All of the bands then stopped 
playing and everyone sat down and refused 
to leave. The space was rented until 10:00 
pm and many people became really angry 
and yelled at the cops, telling them to leave. 
Things then started to get out of hand. One 
young man threw an empty can over a police 
officer’s head and was jumped on by all four 
cops (the female cop pulled out here night 
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stick and raised as if to strike), 
arrested. 

An older man, representing the 
Zapatista Solidarity Coalition, did his best to 
calm everyone down. He asked us to sit and 
be peaceful as opposed to those standing 
on stage who were jumping around and 
yelling obscenities. This pretty much worked 
as the cops were able to be heard over the 
crowd. Most of the 200 people had decided 
to stay there. I was helping to clean the floor 
by this time, so that “K” could get the deposit 
on the hall back, and was amazed to find 


only two beer bottles and one empty can! 

When it became apparent that the show 
would not be allowed to go one, people 
began to leave and the theater began 
clearing out. Then, without warning, the man 
from the Zapatista Coalition was arrested. 
We asked the charge, but the police refused 
to tell us. That was total crap. 

By about 9:1 5 pm everyone was outside 
dealing with about 70 cops in riot gear. There 
were 20-25 cop cars, a paddy wagon, 
helicopter, and the canine unit. The cops 
quickly blocked off all entrances to the 


buildings and formed a square to push 
people outward and send us home. At this 
point people were trying to be cooperative, 
staying where they were asked and then 
leaving when told to go. However, there was 
a lot of confusion as people tried to get to 
their cars, which obviously frustrated the 
cops, because this began a spree of arrests, 
some due to simply asking too many 
questions. If a cop had some kid by the arm, 
and the kid questioned it, they were thrown 
to the ground by five cops and then hauled 
away. I witnessed this happen to three 
people in front of me. 
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6 arrested at

S ix people were arrested 
when a ban d party at the Si- 
erra 2 Center on 24th Street got! 
out o f contro l Saturday night. j 
The event was billed as a 
bi rthday partv ^but a band mem- 
Tier distributed fliers that at- 
tracted 200 others, police said. 

Police spokeswoman Jamie | 
Brown said officers were called 
to the scene about 9_ p.m. by an 
employee who complained of be- 1 
ing assaulte d when he told peo- ! 
pie smoking and drinking to go 
outside. 

Police arrived and told the 
crowd that the event was being 
shut down, Brown said. An un- 
happy partygoer threw a bo ttle 
at tba sergeant who 
the announcement and was ar- 
rested, she said. 

Another attendee then told the 
crowd to ignore the polipe’s de- 
mand and s uggested staging a 
sit-in. He, too, was arrested. 

Four more people were ar- 
rested outside for allegedly 
sisting arrest, .police said. 


I can't begin to tel! you how 
wrong this article is about 
Saturday’s gathering... 

1) The cops arrived as early 
as 6:00 pm, reporting noise 
complaints. Nothing had 
happened before this time, so 
there was no noise to 
complain about. 

2) The police were “out of 
control.” 63 cop cars (as 
counted by the neighbors), 1 
helicopter, a paddy wagon, 
and canine units. This was 
not necessary unless the 
police were looking for chaos. 

3) We had a contract for this 
gathering — flyers were not 
the problem. 

4) The janitor was not 
assaulted, or at least didn’t 
tell anyone of this. 

5) No damage was done to 
the building and a can was 
thrown into the air — not a 
bottle. 

6) The older man arrested 
never suggested a sit-in, riot, 
or to ignore the police. What 
he did was calm the kids 
down and told them to be 
peaceful, instead of standing 
up and yelling, which is a 
more threatening position. 

7) How can anyone be 
arrested for resisting arrest? 

I thought this is something 
that can only happen once 
you have been told you are 
under arrest!

Venezuela is situated on the northern 
coast of South America and has an area of 
916.445 KM squared, which accomodates 
22,311,094 habitants according to the 1996 
census. Venezuela is the only Latin Ameri- 
can country in the setect circle of OPEP 
(grandes exportadores de petroles), which 
constitutes its main source of foreign money 

and basis 

of the 
economy. 

Before 
1 9 5 8, 
when the 
civil mili- 
tary dic- 
tator took 
over in 
one blow, 
the coun- 
try had lived in a democratic system. In 
the 1994 elections, two large parties , Demo- 
cratic Action and COPEI, alternated 
power. In these elections three years 
ago, a coalition shaped by dissidents 
of COPEI and members of the Social- 
ist Movement called Covergencia 
elected Rafael Caldera for President 
of the country. 

The guerillas of Venezuela 

stopped the exterminations by blood 

and fire by the end of the 70's. Af- 
ter close to a decade of social peace, 
owed to the large quantity of money 
brought into the country by the na- 
tionalization of petrol (after exploi- 
tation by foreign companies tike 
Exxon), in 1984 the process of eco- 
nomic crisis started with the devalu- 
ation of the national monetary unit, 
the Bolivar. 

In 1989, the beginning of the eco- 
nomic measure dictated by the FMI, 
who organized the inflation of gen- 
eral prices of goods and services, 
caused a chain reaction in which 
caused a popular revolt known as 
"El caracazo". Many shops in the 
capitot were robbed by the poor of 
the neighborhoods. This rebellion 
was stopped by the army and as a 
result, 600 lay dead. February '92 
produced the first blow against the 
oppressive state by organized 
middle-powered officials with nation- 
alist ideas catted Bolivarian Revolution 
against 200, without victory. 

In November of the same year they 
started the second military strike with offi- 
cials of the first attempt who were not ar- 
rested. Out of this context, the leader of 
the Socialist Democratic Christians, Rafael 
Caldera resurged (during his first Presi- 
dency, he was notorious tor his bloody com- 
bat against the guerittas and forced entry 


into the universities which were supposedly 
"free" speech/action areas) He was an 
opponent to the system that forced 60% of 
Venezuelans into hunger. Caldera 
separated from that party (SDC) forever 
and started his own called Convergence. 
In his electoral campaign, he promised not 
to let the FMI (International Money Fund) 


negotiate for control over the people. One 
year after the election, he wrote a letter of 



intention for dealing with the FMI while the 
percentage of Venezuelans in misery 
gradually increased. 

ANTI-AUTHORITARIAN DISSIDENCY: 

In Venezuela there exists a short his- 
tory of anarchism as a social movement. 
In the 30's, many European workers immi- 
grated to the country to escape fascism. 
Many were anarcho-sydicalists who tried 


and failed to make the Caribbean the ideal 
land to carry out organizations like they 
had formerly belonged to before. The ma- 
jority joined other syndicalist organizations 
that were born under the shadows of the 
dictator. 

Here, it wasn't until the 80's that anar- 
chist publications existed which talked 

about 
the so- 
cial situ- 
ation in 
our 
country. 
In this 
way, an- 
archism 
began to

etrate into the universities and influence 
some young people. Now in Caracas there 
_ is a relatively new group, "Anar- 
chist Relations Commitee”. The 
C.R.A. communicates between 
groups and individuals for action 
coordination and propaganda. 
They edit a newspaper every two 
months called "El Libertario M (The 
Liberator)". They publish 2000 
copies of each and write about the 
anarchist theories they project and 
have approximately 7 volumes to 
date. Aside from the magazine, 
they also reproduce, materials 
about the theory of anarchism, 
show films and videos at the uni- 
versity and participate in demon- 
strations. Now they are running a 
campaign to make postcards about 
anti-military action and are sell- 
ing them to raise money to buy a 
computer and to open the first an- 
archist center in Venezuela. The 
CRA is also starting a anarchist- 
feminist group/collective. Their 
address is : Emilio Tesoro / Apardo 
Postal 6303 / Carmelitas / 
Caracas / Venezuela. 

There is also another publication 
in Caracas that combines punk and 
anarchism catted "Subtuelo 
Insurgiente '. This zine is currently 
working on #4 and they are pro- 
ducing 1000 copies. In each issue 
they print addresses from around the world 
for contacts and trades. Their address is: 
Roberto / Apdo. Postal 76759 / C.P. 1070 / 
Caracas / Venezuela. 

One of the more popular anarchist pub- 
lications is called "Correo A", but they do 
not print anymore due to the lack of re- 
sources and money. They now write inter- 
esting articles on the internet in Spanish 
and you can find these at the upcoming E- 
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mail address. 

As far punk music, there are only 
two relevant bands. They are 4th 
REICH and CRISIS POLITIKA. They only 
play sporadically. 4th REICH is one 
of the pioneer punk bands from Ven- 
ezuela. They began in 1983 and re- 
corded a 15 song demo in '85 and broke 
up shortly after to work on new 
projects and in '95 they made a come- 
back. They recorded new songs and 
made a demo called '05-'95; with the 
old demo and new songs together. 

Their new style changed to a slower 
approach, they're not as fast as 10 
years ago. Their address is : Juan 
Ignacio Morasso / Apdo.

CRISIS POLITIKA are influenced by 
bands like the Dead Kennedys and Min- 
istry, giving dense hardcore with very 
poitical lyrics. Their bassist, Gabriel, 
is really active in the locat scene and 
gives his group its own style. They 
participate in various concerts and 
festivals and have recorded 8 songs for 
their upcoming first cassette. For contact:

Carmelitas / Caracas / Venezuela. 

Also in Caracas there is an interesting 
recording project catted “Grabaciones 
Haximu". They work together with the Span- 
ish collective "El Lokat", making compila- 
tions of Venezuelan bands that play Ska, 
Reggae, and punk called "La Bronka 
Petrolera". They are against copyrights 
and pirate cassettes to raise money for 
these projects. The second cassette they 
put together is a live show of LOS RESIDUOS, 
"Y que la guerra nos deje en paz". They 
are preparing a cassette of Crisis Politi- 
cal and an edition of old Venezuelan punk 
bands like Epoca de Recluta and 
Holocausto. Contact . Haximu / Apdo. Postal

THE MOVEMENT OUTSIDE OF CARACAS: 

Barquisimeto has become in recent times 
the capital of fanzines and underground 
publications in this country. Of everything 
in this movement, "El Clandestine" is the only 
one which reports on national and interna- 
tional groups. The last issue is a special 
40 page issue with reports and interviews 
with bands like Crisis Politika, Penadas por 
La Ley, Fugazi, Notoken, Cebollas Ardientes, 
Sin Sospechas, Inkiscao, etc. This zine is 
$3 ppd. so write to: Julio Bravo / Apdo. 
Postal 145 / Barquisimeto Edo. Lara / Ven- 
ezuela. 

In Barquisimeto, there was also an an- 
archist/political book and magazine kiosk 
(see photo). Unfortunately, it is currently 
shut down due to numerous police fire- 
bombings and subsequent destruction of ma- 




terials. It may re open in some time (if it 
does, it'll be noted in the News Section of 
P.E.), but for now you can find the closed, 
art-covered kiosk in the theater plaza in 
downtown Barquisimeto. 

On the Colombian border is the best Ven- 
ezuelan punk band LOS RESIDUOS. They 
have a big influence from Crass and their 
live performances show us the horror of 
war, police brutality or the toneliness we 
are sentenced to by the system. The music 
goes from sounding like frantic hardcore 
to melodic punk while keeping consistently 
intelligent lyrics. Now they are recording 
material for their first cassette. If you are 
interested you can get a live cassette called 
"....y que la guerra nos deje en paz".

It 
is important to have relations with people 
who share the same ideals and exchange 
and cooperate with those who are able. The 
contacts here within are 100% secure, so 
for those who write, with time a reply is 
guaranteed.

Hey PE Crew and Readers, 

Greetings from my P.O.W. camp in 
Texas. I’ve been wanting to write for some 
time but lacked the motivation. My little 
bro Crawford wrote and you printed his 
letter in issue 29-30 so I decided I should 
get off my ass and write also. I just want 
to address a few issues and maybe ramble 
a little. 

First I’d tike to hack on this shithole 
state for awhile. The state of Texas now 
has the esteemed distinction of having the 
largest prison system in the world, and 
that's without the added numbers of people 
in county jails and private prisons. Yes, I 
said private prisons, since the oil indus- 
try went bust the prison industry has be- 
come big business here and now private 
citizens with enough money can own one 
and make their money grow with our sweat 
and blood. Parole has become negligible 
here due to the state's need to have warm 
bodies filling their bed spaces and justify 
the building of more prisons. The state's 
propaganda machine, the media, plays up 
every violent crime that takes place to 
epic proportions to keep the public in fear, 
thus greasing the wheels for new and more 
oppressive legislation to fly through con- 
gress unopposed every month. It is a vi- 
cious cycle with no end in sight, especially 
with our Mad Dog governor George Bush 
spearheading the charge. 

I will have five calendar years done 
of my five year sentence in six months. I 
have never complained about my situa- 
tion and not even being considered for 
parole. I know how fortunate I was to only 
receive five years for my charge. I was 
fortunate enough to be able to gather funds 
and play the state's game in their courts. 

I also understand why I am here, I took it 
to the ass of a cop that got in my way. 
Other people here (like 70X of the prison 
population) have victimless crimes and 
have no idea how they arrived at these 
present circumstances. This is part of my 
lifestyle that wilt be here Until the revolu- 
tion is realized. 

Another thing I would (ike to address 
is all the dissension in the ranks of the 
Anarchist/Punk movement. I would (ike to 
share a quote with you from the days of 
yore. "If there is anything the nonconform- 
ist hates worse than the conformist it's 
another nonconformist who doesn't conform 
to the prevailing standards of nonconfor- 


mity." Anarchism is essentially the ulti- 
mate in individual freedom, you do your 
thing and I’ll do mine and as long as you 
don't infringe on my space everything is 
cool. If you violate my space then it comes 
down to the taw of natural selection. I try 
very hard not to violate anyone's space 
and I expect nothing less from those 
around me. 

I would also like to say something to 
the "Hard Core Activists" out there. I hear 
you but I don’t hear about you. You should 
all collectively read "Propaganda by the 
Dead" by Mikhait Bakunin. I will give you 
an excerpt: 

"We believe only in those who show 
their devotion to the cause of revolution 
by deeds, without fear of torture or im- 
prisonment, because we renounce all 
words that are not immediately followed 
by deeds. We have no further use for aim- 
less propaganda that does not set itself a 
definite time and place for realization of 
the aims of revolution. What is more, it 
stands in our way and we shall make ev- 
ery effort to combat it.. .We shall silence 
by force the chatterers who refuse to un- 
derstand this." 

I’m not necessarily advocating violence. 
I’m just saying quit talking about it. Put 
up or shut up. 

One last thing I would like to mention 
is that I am planning a pilgrimage to Eu- 
rope with one of my bros in the fatl of '98 
or summer if we can scrape up the funds.

Dear Profane, 

Within the North Amerikkkan anarchist 
community there is a persistent problem 
with communication- or rather, a lack of 
communication- between active groups. In 
large part this seems to be due to an ab- 
sence of accurate information about 
what’s going on where and who’s involved 
with what. The nature of anarchist orga- 



nization in a society so saturated with 
problems requiring urgent attention often 
means that groups collapse or lose con- 
tact with one another with nobody really 
knowing what's going on with anybody 
else. 

Another difficulty- encountered most 
often by those new to activism- and exac- 
erbated by the tenuous contact between 
groups) is the tack of information about 
how to implement specific tactics. Simple 
but vital information about what can be 
done individually is lacking, as is a reli- 
able source of info about how to organize 
apart from existing groups. (For exampte- 
how does someone with no experience with 
prisoner support learn about supporting 
state hostages who have not had the rela- 
tive good fortune to become countercul- 
ture celebrities?) 

In an effort to (at least partially) fill 
this vacuum I aim to put together a publi- 
cation listing alt (ideally) of the currently 
active anarchist groups in the provinces 
of ONTARIO, OUEBEC, and the states of 
NEW YORK, MICHIGAN, and the NEW EN- 
GLAND states as well. A larger area of 
coverage would be unwietdy for me 
(though I think that something (ike this 
shoutd happen all over) so I’m limiting 
mysetf to this area. Towards this end I’m 
asking anyone with information about ac- 
tive groups/ cotlectives/ whatever in this 
area to pass the info along. Whether 
you’re part of a group, know of a group 
or keep a mailing list with current ad- 
dresses or contact info, please send stuff 
along tor publication (soon I hope!). If 
it’s at all possible a short description of 
what the group does (infoshop/activism/ 
protest/distro/publication etc.) would be 
great as welt. 

I’m also planning a few artictes about 
practical activism- "How to...” sorts of 
things. Anyone with suggestions or input 
is wetcome to pass it along. If the first 
attempt at this goes well I'd tike to see it 
become a quarterly publication to provide 
a constantly updated took at things.

Hey P.E., 

‘How’s it going? Been reading the tet- 
ters column. Bad idea. No point in letting 
other people's opinions (no matter how 
ignorant of that on which they pontificate 
they may be), upset my nice comfortabte 
stay in the hole. 

But you know, it just amazes the hell 
out of me how eager folks are to shove 
their foots in their mouths. Been reading 
a tot tately about how when the revolution 
happens, (ha! in America?) a tot of them 
damn rapists and murderers might just 
get loose from prisons. So we gotta make 
sure to be there and kill ’em before they 
get away. Well, aside from the obvious 
question on what makes you any less a 
murderer (and thus worthy of death?) for 
killing these fotks. I’m wondering, how ya 
gonna determine which of the mittion plus 
prisoners in this country you envision 
getting toose are in fact, the murderers 
and rapists? Stand there with yottr mur- 
der weapons and asking them maybe? I’m* 
sure you'll get a lot of honest answers 
that way. Or maybe you should just kill 
’em all just to be sure none get away. It 
worked for Statin and Hitter. And mayor 
Rizzo of Philadelphia too, come to think of 
it. 

I’m atso wondering how much folks who 
say these things really want an Anarchist 
(that means free right?) Society? Now I'm 
not a murderer or rapist mysetf. I’m do- 
ing 22 years for cashing 3 stolen checks 
(and trying to cash a 4th), so I’m in no 
position to tell you exactly why a person 
might rape or murder. On rape, I can’t 
even speculate. And I share your distaste 
for such an act. I personally try and re- 
frain from being too judgemental, and 
wonder if perhaps rape is an act that only 
someone with genuine mental problems, 
possibly brought on by pressure's they 
weren't capabte of dealing with? Not Un- 
like many other forms of over the edge 
behavior. But I'm only guessing. Murder 
on the other hand, I can accept as, in some 
cases,- almost understandable. I'm 36, and 
was raised on viotent TV shows. I atso 
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know folk* who were sent off to Vietnam 
and told to kill as a moans of resolving 
political problems for their loaders. That 
they might kill again later seems fairly 
simple to predict. I don’t mean to make 
excuses. But my experience here is that, 
in general, the folks with murder cases 
are about the most consistently decent 
human beings yott’tt meet. Make of this 
what you will, but it’s my opinion. 

Next I want to suggest that, just maybe, 
the criminal justice system isn’t very fair. 
I can’t speak for most states, but 
Pennslyvania is really bad. I was in 
prison for a year in California before 
being brought back here. And the contrast 
showed me that it’s not this bad every- 
where. In California, there are a tot of 
intelligent and/or wealthy folks in prison 
and targe amounts of many ethnic groups. 
I was struck with the possibility that there, 
the major criterium for ending up in prison 
was being guilty of a crime. Here it's dif- 
ferent. Here, the major reason for being 
in prison is being poor. You’lt never win 
in court, innocence notwithstanding. And 
even worse, don’t ever be black and get 
arrested in PA. (I’m white, so I’m not grind- 
ing an ax here. It’s just true). In 
Pennstyvania, crimes are often solved tike 
this: when a guy’s been arrested and it 
becomes clear that he’s not able to make 
bail or hire an attorney, charge him with 
every unsolved crime similar to what he’s 
charged with that you can find. Once you 
find him guilty of one, (a forgone conclu- 
sion with a public defender) scare him into 
a plea bargain. ("You'll get 500 years 
for all these charges and never get out! 
But plead guilty to these 4. and we'll have 
you eligible for parole in 5 years.”) 
Works most of the time because if you 
have no adequate defense, and no law- 
yer who’ll do his job, they'll find you guilty. 
I’m not exaggerating. It didn’t happen to 
me because I was guilty of my crime. But 
in the nine years I’ve been down. I’ve seen 
it and seen it and seen it. My point is, how 
sure are you that folks convicted of things 
really did ’em? I’d willingly concede that 
probably as many as 2/3 are guilty of at 
(east one or more of their charges. But 
beyond that I woutdn't go. DNA tests have 
seen a tot of mistakes corrected over the 
last couple of years. And they were they 
lucky ones where there was evidence. My 
faith in rape convictions suffers from see- 
ing that. PA also gives indeterminate sen- 
tences. like mine. It’s 11-22 years. Any- 
one with a sex crime must complete a sex 
offender program to be eligible for re- 
lease on their minimum. And part of com- 
pleting those requires admitting their 
crime. I’ve seen a lot of guys refuse to do

this, and max out. Serving many extra 
years rather than say they were guilty. 

To me, this is strong support for their in- 
nocence. Anyone who’s been in these 
places understands what I mean. Maybe 
XflU trust the judgement you’re looking for 
a revolution to destroy. But I don’t. 

There are several other points I wanted 
to raise, but this is getting to be too tong 
already. So please, anyone interested in 
disputing the point of kilting prisoners, 
drop me a line.

So here I am in Paris, France and the 
P.E. deadline has arrived but all my 
notes for this tirade remain in London! 
So apologies for rambling and a lack of 
quotes, etc. 

Paris is I guess a suitable setting for 
this piece as the European city of sex 
and romance. Free love was once syn- 
onymous with the name of anarchy, not 
just in the “swinging sixties” but also 
towards the end of the last century. 
Ezra Heywood and others were pas- 
sionately arguing the case for Women’s 
reproductive rights, and Free Love. 
The prosecutors of these early sexual 
radicals argued that the very fabric of 
society, the sanctity of property, privi- 
lege and propriety were at risk from 
these ideas. Sounds like something we 
anarchists should treasure! But what 
in fact do we find in our scene today? 
Punx getting married, “revolutionaries” 
destroying other “revolutionaries” cars 
(not such a bad idea normally) because 
of suspected infidelity and even a stab- 
bing to death of a girlfriend (sic) by a 
jealous lover. The list is endless, I’m 
sure you can think of many local ex- 
amples. 

The majority of punk lyrics reinforce 
the reactionary notions of “faithful- 
ness”, “coupledom”- she’s my girl- etc; 
with little difference in content to the 
mass media pop songs except for the 
actual sound. An exception (not un- 
usually) is the Crass lyric from Penis 
Envy. “Love don’t make the world go 
round, it holds it right in place, keeps 
us looking at one, and not anothers 
face....” and continues to repeat in a 
more contemporary style the ideas of 
the intellectuals 1 00 years before. So 
I find myself facing the same classic 
punk/anarchist contradiction of pre- 
senting a style an image of radicalism 
and yet behaving no different from the 
norm. Sex and love are perhaps just 
too personal, too close to the human 
condition for us to easily reflect and 
question ourselves. But here lies the 
challenge of anarchy, who the fuck re- 
ally believes that we don’t need the 


police, social workers and the like, I do 
but only because I know I don’t, I know 
I can look at myself and stop acting 
macho/jealous/greedy/violent or 
whatever the bullshit response that I’ve 
been taught to be is. At the moment 
though there is very little in the scene 
that leads me to believe that many oth- 
ers can do the same, that is to live in 
anarchy. 

Free love needs some definition as it 
has alongside anarchism been greatly 
derided and misrepresented. Freedom 
is taken rather than given and free love 
is not when a person is granted free- 
dom to sleep with different partners 
but when they are able to do so with- 
out fear or consequence of their own 
free will. This brings us to love which I 
believe is best expressed in terms of 
respect and the desire to please some- 
one; the true act of love is therefore 
to let your lover be free to do as they 
want without hassle (bit like anarchy 
itself!). So Free love comes down to a 
perfect definition of anarchy,, bringing 
the ideas of respect for others and in- 
dividual liberty into one. Unfortunately 
the practicality of achieving this state 
is just too much for most people. The 
concept of sharing a lover or sharing a 
bed fills most with dread. It’s all too 
close to home, unlike putting on 
patches and studs, spiky hair or 
dreadlocks the challenge of facing up 
to one’s own conditioned conservatism 
towards relationships is much too 
scary. It is though just a mental bar- 
rier, I finally cracked it a couple of years 
ago, (I’ve believed in the idea for years) 
now it’s quite natural, all but obvious, 
that my present lover should sleep with 
whoever and whenever she likes. 
There’s no rule to say she must, Free 
love does not imply nymphomania, but 
it does imply by way of definition of 
respect that we tell each other what 
is going on in our lives. I know some 
exponents of Free Love don’t believe 
this to be an essential element but for 
me it is part of the deal to be open 
about each others sex-life (its also 
fun!) 

Well I’ve rambled, I’ve forgotten the 
stuff from the book “Breaking the Bar- 
riers to Desire” (that you can order 
from Active), that details many differ- 
ent perspectives and experiences of 
non-monogamous relationships. I 
guess I might come back to this again, 
for now Paris has a new squat with a 
gig to go to tonight, so who knows 
what’ll happen! Be free, be fearless, 
look inside and challenge yourself. 
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We all sit at the party, talking and 
laughing with each other, almost ev- 
eryone with a drink in their hand or in 
line for the keg if their cup is empty. 
Greg comes in, already stumbling a bit 
and his words have a slight slur to them 
and the night is still young. He grabs a 
cup, stands in line, and everyone at the 
party waits. Nervous eyes keep dart- 
ing his way as he keeps returning to 
the keg, filling up glass after glass. We 
know Greg. We know that once he 
starts, there’s no stopping him. And 
once he’s got it going’ on, there’s 
gonna be a fight. It usually takes a 
few hours. But eventually, the volume 
of his voice rises and until off in an- 
other room, there’s the crash of chairs 
falling or the smash of a glass and ev- 
eryone pours in to pull Greg off of 
whichever hapless victim he’s chosen 
for that night.

The next day, he’ll come apologetically 
back to the house, his head hung low 
and if he had a tail, it would be tucked 
between his legs. He’s blacked out 
again and needs to be told what he 
did that night and who to direct his 
sincerest apologies to. We all accept 
his apologies cuz Greg is one of the 
sweetest guys you’ll ever meet. When 
he’s sober. Eventually, he’s so sorry 
and so pathetic looking that all is for- 
given until the next party rolls around 
and we break up his fight again. 

Suzie shows up a little while after 
Greg has gotten booted out. The girl 
is pissed ass drunk as shit. Her breath 
already smells like puke as she clings 
to everyone at the party. Her high 
pitched drunken voice piercing the 
party atmosphere as surely as Greg’s 
violence did earlier. We all roll our eyes 
and try to avoid having contact with 
her for fear that she might regurgitate 


her Jack Daniel’s all over anyone who 
is helping to hold her up. Even though 
the woman is deeply immersed in com- 
plete and utter drunkenness, she con- 
tinues drinking and drinking hard. By 
the early morning hours of the next 
day, Suzie has chosen her victim and 
is venting and pouring out all of her 
drunken sorrow and pain on that poor 
person. So now we’re all on suicide 
watch as she rants about how death 
would be more welcome than her cur- 
rent existence. She finally passes out. 
We cover her with a blanket, take off 
her shoes so’s no one will write on her, 
and collectively breath a sigh of relief. 
We don’t really think about it or worry 
cuz Suzie always does this when she’s 
drunk. She’s as reliable as a grandfa- 
ther clock to have a breakdown while 
drinking. And she drinks a lot. At least 
sober, she may not be the most cheer- 
ful person to be around, but she’s defi- 
nitely not this miserable. 

My tolerance for alcohol is high. I 
drank three pints of pear cider last 
weekend and winded up with a mild 
headache instead of a slight drunken 
buzz. I have drank so much fucking 
hard alcohol in my lifetime that I feel 
like I’ve gone through aversion therapy 
and that the mere thought of trying 
to slam a fifth of whiskey again would 
make me vomit. I just can’t do it any- 
more. So do I now wave the straight 
edge flag in the battle to achieve a pure 
body/pure mind? Fuck no. I drank that 
pear cider just last weekend, remem- 
ber? But as my desire to drink de- 
creases over time and my ability to get 
drunk lessons, I find myself thinking 
about drinking. I think about it a lot. 
I’ve realized that in a lot of ways, drink- 
ing has just gotten boring. I know what 
it’s like to feel drunk. I’m tired of get- 
ting the spins. The misery of hang- 
overs has lost its appeal. Well, okay, 
hangovers never had much of an ap- 
peal anyway. But do you get what I’m 
saying? I’ve been drunk. I’ve been 
wasted a shitload of times. It’s just 
gotten old. I’m sick and tired of deal- 
ing with the violent drunk friend. It 
feels like a waste of time to be listen- 
ing to the suicidal drunk when they 
won’t deal with their shit when they’re 
sober. And the record has gotten 
pretty warped and scratched over 
time. 


“cool” and when it’s just alcoholism. 
When it is just “the party”, and when is 
it just pathetic. And when does it stop? 
Is there going to be a time when enough 
is enough? I don’t want to be drunk on 
Friday and Saturday nights when I’m 55 
cuz then how I different from any drunk 
society fuck sitting on the bar stool next 
to me? I know about the desire to numb 
out and turn off. I live with that need 
every day of my life. But how am I going 
to deal with any of the pain inside of me 
if I keep drowning it out? And if I don’t 
ever change inside, then will I ever be 
able to effect change around me. 

Am I advocating being straight edge? 
No. If someone wants to be completely 
sober, more power to them. If someone 
chooses to drink, that is their thing. All 
of these thoughts and questions are 
what I’ve been grappling with lately and 
I have no quick and easy or witty solu- 
tion in which to wrap this all up with. It’ll 
just come down to continuing to watch 
myself and those around me and to con- 
tinue asking myself and my friends ex- 
actly what is going on when it comes to 
the use and abuse of alcohol. As the 
saying goes, I’ll live and learn.

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When I was 2 1 , it was cool to party. 
It was fun to get wasted. The only 
intent of a Friday night was to get as 
fucked up as humanly possible. But 
now I’m 28. Now I wonder when it’s 
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There’s been some difficult moments 
in my life since the last opportunity I have 
had to voice my opinions in these pages. 

I usually don’t like sharing my personal 
life with the readers of Profane, mainly 
because it’s not really relevant to what 
this magainze is about, but it’s also nice 
to have some sort of life away from my 
work at P.E. However, there was one 
event that occured early this year that I 
would like to share with the readers of 
P.E. Partly it is the reason what’s been 
happening at PE this spring, actually the 
beginning of a series of events which 
caused the delay of publishing P.E. for 
so long. A lot of our readers don’t seem 
to understand that there are often 
outside reasons for this magazine, and 
other P.E. projects, to be delayed; other 
than because we’re disorganized or lazy. 
Maybe this short column will help our 
readers realize that there is more going 
on in our lives that affect what happens 
here at P.E.H.Q. 

Last fall, my partner Laura became 
pregnant with our child. We had both 
talked about this possibility for a couple 
years, and decided we were ready to 
become parents. All last fall and early 
into the winter, we were both very 
excited about this turn of events, of 
course also feeling our share of anxiety 
over the new responsibility and changes 
that were rapidly taking place in our lives. 
We were to be parents; one of the very 
things I had been rebelling against for 
the last ten years! 

All was going apparently well with 
Laura’s pregnancy when we went in to 
the prenatal clinic for a routine check up 
in early January. Part of this visit included 
an ultrasound viewing of of the fetus, 
now more than five months developed. 
During the ultrasound, the technician 
gave us a sympathetic look and said, “Oh 
no, we have a problem.” Not having the 
years of experience viewing ultrasound 
images, we had no idea what this meant, 
but he said that this was a serious 
problem and we should speak with the 


doctor. Our pre-natal doctor came in and 
told us about the condition of the fetus— 
this being that our child had a spinal 
development problem, or neural tube 
defect, called anancephely— a fatal 
condition for the fetus, being that the 
brain would never fully devlop. 

Finding this information out was 
exceedingly devastating to both of us, 
but even more so to Laura who had 
carried the baby in her womb for over 
five months. Waves of grief were mixed 
with guilt that we had somehow caused 
this to happen, although the doctors, 
nurses and technician all assured us that 
this was in no way our fault. The only 
real option was to terminate the 
pregnancy as the fetus would have no 
chance for survival outside the womb. 
This was not what we had expected going 
into the clinic that day at all! Just writing 
this nearly overcomes me with anxiety 
over the experience of that day. 

In the State of Minnesota, it is illegal 
to terminate a pregnancy after 20 weeks 
(our visit took place during week 22), 
except in cases where the life of the fetus 
or mother are in jeopardy. Legally you 
need the opinion of a second doctor, as 
well as a more powerful view using a level 
2 ultrasound, to provide proof. The 
following day we had to go through it all 
again. At least the people at the clinic 
were very supportive of our situation as 
they’ve had to deal with this many times 
before. Neural tube disorders are 
common, affecting 1 in 1000 
pregnancies, although it is hardly talked 
about publicly (we have just began 
seeing it being mentioned in television 
ads this spring). At this secpnd clinic 
visit, the very supportive doctor came 
to the same conclusion, that our child 
would not survive birth. 

Although difficult to make because 
of our emotional state, we made the 
decision to go ahead and induce labor 
and Laura would bear the premature 
fetus. The alternative was surgical 
abortion, which would have put Laura 
through unecessary risks of a surgical 
proceedure. The next morning we 
checked into the birthing unit at Abbot 
Northwestern Hospital. Everything was 
going so fast and the level of emotional 
stress was nearly unbearable, or more 
like undescribible. Our families and 
friends were very supportive, although I 
can only remember much of those days 
as if through a haze. Through this ordeal, 
I spent almost every waking moment at 
Laura’s side and tried to be as supportive 
as possible, though I could only have 


imagined how much worse she was 
feeling than I was. 

Induced labor, especially so early in 
a pregnancy, is more physically tramatic 
than a natural birth. During the day-long 
labor induction process, which involved 
some incredibly toxic drugs, Laura went 
through cramps of such a painful 
intensity I couldn’t even begin to 
imagine — In spite of what must have 
been a pint of morphine added to Laura’s 
I.V. tube. Watching my partner for over 
three years go through such pain was 
nearly unbearable, but at least it didn’t 
last long (for both our sakes!) 

Late in that evening, Laura gave 
birth to a tiny baby girl. I was at her side 
during the birth and it was probably one 
of the most incredible things I’ve ever 
experienced, in spite of the tragedy 
sorrounding the circumstances. Laura 
and I were left alone with our little baby 
girl in arms, which we named Leanne, as 
her life slowly faded away over the course 
of about an hour. We didn’t know how 
we would feel about having the baby with 
us after the birth, but It was actually a 
very good feeling to have the bonding 
experience with our child, even if for such 
a brief moment. I think at that moment 
I became emotionally closer to anyone 
than ever before in my life. 

Returning back to the routine of day- 
to-day existence afterwards proved to 
be more difficult than I would have 
thought. We both returned to work only 
four days later, my job being Profane 
Existence. Usually my work days here 
stretch into the evenings and weekends, 
but for the month or two following I could 
not find the enthusiasm to be here for 
more than seven or eight hours at a time, 
and definitely not six or seven days a 
week that used to be my habbit. I had 
to spend more time alone with Laura to 
help soothe over the emotional trauma 
we both experienced. 

Laura and I are both quite recovered 
now, as much as we probably can hope 
to be, although I think we’ll wait some 
time before seriously considering having 
children any time soon. The whole 
experience has changed my life though, 
helping me realize that I do need to stop 
and appreicate life once in a while, 
instead of spending my time rotely 
working myself to death. 

End Note #1 : Of course, by the time I 
was able to get all fired up about doing 
P.E. again, Jon was on tour in Europe with 
State of Fear, and this combination quite 
effectively put back our plans several 
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months. I can’t promise future issues of 
P.E. won’t ever be delayed this long 
again, but I certainly hope another 
personal tragedy won’t be a part of the 
reason. 

End Note #2: This will be the last 
personal opinion column that we will print 
in such a form in P.E. During construction 
of the P.E. #29/30 double issue, we 
decided we would axe this feature after 
the following issue. The agreement 
among all three editors, and probably 
most of our readers, is that the 
“columns” section has always been our 
weakest section. As with other zines’ 
columns section, we have noticed that 
columnists tend to write something 
because they are obligated to make a 
contribution, not because they have 
something particularly profound to say. 

I will be the first to admit my own 
columns haven’t exactly been jewels of 
insight every issue! On the other hand, 
some of the best columns we have 
published were written by people who 
were fired up enough about an issue to 
send us their opinion on it, then never 
heard back again until they were again 
so inspired. 

Thus, were are going to can the 
“columns” section in favor of a more 
general “editorial / opinion” type section, 
which we have yet to come up with a 
witty name. We want to get rid of the 
idea that there are only a few select 
individuals who have the right to voice 
their opinion in our pages (outside the 
letter section) should be able to do so. 
We are encouraging that people send us 
subject-orientated opinion articles which 
we will consider for publication in this new 
section. Remember, the idea is to write 
about a topic, express your opinion on 
it, and defend your views. If this sounds 
too much like school for you, consider 
that P.E. is edited by two high school 
drop outs! 

As for our current columnists, this 
is no way intended to be a put down, as 
all are welcomed to participate in this 
section. We just don’t like the idea of 
some sort of elevated status given to a 
few individuals to publish their material 
each issue, whether merited or not. In 
any case I have heard that being a 
“former P.E. columnist” looks good on a 
resume when applying for a spot in Heart 
Attack! 

End Note #3: We have decided to end 
the screen-printing aspect of the P.E. 
collective. There are several reasons for 
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this, but the main being that it was just 
too much work to do as a “side project” 
of P.E. and was sucking up too much of 
our time and energy. We’ve pretty much 
sold out of the remaining shirts and 
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I often think people don’t care about 
what shit is going on, what happens. 
They just have their music, that’s all that 
they need, and they don’t have to care 
about politics, cause they don’t know, 
and I think they won’t know about them. 

But what do these people think 
about the so called DIY scene, do they 
think they are politically active, when 
they just buy DIY records. On the one 
hand ordering records with really good 
political, animal rights or personal lyrics, 
and then, on the other hand, they just 
listen to the music but don’t think about 
the lyrics. They prefer to go to Mac 
Donald’s around the corner. 

I’m running a distribution, and I 
started selling Books & Pamphlets, but 
only a few of the people ordering are in- 
terested in these things. I might have to 
high expectations, but it’s sad that you 
can transmit political ideas easier via 
records than via books or zines. 

For me DIY is not only the music, it’s 
the way I live, or I try to live. How you 
treat other people, what’s your attitude 
to work, politics and so on. The music is 
a part of it, DIY is not music— music is a 
part of DIY.

After tens years of doing what they do so well, 
Active Minds have come through with another 
great record, this being their second full length 
album. The songs here are an amalgamation of 
old, unreleased songs, as well as new material, 
which is apparent through some of the lyrics. As 
always, Active Minds write intelligent songs totally 
relevant to those who may be listening to the 
words, as well as give loads of supporting 
information (often with useful contact address). 
Musically, their best material here is the fast, thrash 
songs which are totally powerful and pissed off. 


They also have a few more melodic-sounding 
tracks, although I don’t think they play this style 
with as much originality.

People who know me can attest to the fact that I 
can go on endlessly about the sheer idiocy and 
lack of originality and brains that comes with most 
of the bands coming from Scandinavia, especially 
Sweden and Finland, these days. But not even I 
can deny the sheer greatness of many of the early 
80ies bands that came from these regions. Back 
when sounding like Discharge was not just the 
latest dumb trend to follow, alienated teenagers 
(who probably had too much to drink) formed 
bands like BASTARDS and screamed out their 
guts in complete disgust at the state of the world, 
thereby pioneering a sound so brutal and angry 
that even scores of unimaginative clone bands a 
dozen years later can’t take away from the raw 
urgency of this music. What we have on the first 
side are studio recordings supposedly released 
by Propaganda Rec as a cassette album in 1 982, 
finally available on tape again for all those that 
missed it the first time around (and only for $5!). 
All of these tracks seem to be on their 7“, 1st Lp 
and sampler tracks, but these might be different 
recordings. There’s also a live gig from 82 although 
the recording isn’t that hot and would probably be 
most suitable for real fans. Nevertheless, this is 
an absolutely seminal band when you’re talking 
about early Finnish Hardcore and it’s sheer power 
and intensity still shines through after all these 
years!
